TOWN CLERK REPORT 


The Town Clerk, in practically all instances, is the custodian of all 
official town records which have been compiled in his office. Records of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town 
Meetings, are complete from the year 1886, when the Town was 
incorporated and separated from the Town of Milford. In this office, the 
records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the Town Clerk 
is Clerk, ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are 
discharged by the Town Clerk. All By-Laws and Amendments, voted by 
the meeting, must be submitted to the Attorney-General for his approval. 
Unless this is obtained, the By-Laws or Amendments do not become 
effective. If approval is received, then the By-Laws or Amendments must 
be published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, before they 
can become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household 
goods, must also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. 
Marriage intentions are filed and marriage licenses issued by this office.. 
Other licenses issued include those for hunting and fishing, dog licenses, 
and annual renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the 
processing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for Town 
elections, the supervision of elections and its workers, and the compilation 
of the total vote cast for each candidate.

In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify the inhabitants of the Town of Hopedale, qualified to 
vote in elections to meet at the Hopedale Community House, the third day 
of March next, punctually at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to bring in their votes to the Selectmen for the following: —

And in the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are further 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town qualified to vote 
in Town affairs, to meet in the Dennett Auditorium on Tuesday at 7:30 
o’clock P.M., the fourth day of March, A.D., 1969, then and there to act 
upon the following articles, namely:— 


Article 1. To see if the Town will vote to hear and act upon the 
report of the Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, and any other officers and committees 
of said Town. 


Article 2. To see what salary and compensation the Town will allow 
each elected officer for his services. 


Article 3. To raise and appropriate from any surplus or available 
funds in the Treasury, such sum or sums of money as may be deemed 


necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time 
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in anticipation of the revenue for the financial year beginning January 1, 
1969 in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than 
one year, in accordance with theprovisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 17. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money on and 
after January 1, 1970, in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1970, in accordance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with the provisions of General 
Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


Article 6. To see what disposition the Town will make of money 
refunded from the County on account of the Dog Tax. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer to transfer 
to the Library Department the sum of $996.75 received in 1968, 
representing an annual State Aid Grant for Free Public Libraries, from the 
Department of Education, Division of Library Extension, in accordance 
with Chapter 78, Section 19-A. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Insect Pest Control. 


Article 10. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for the suppression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
and/or transfer from Overlay Reserve, a sum or sums of money for a 
Reserve Fund. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum or sums of money for the Maintenance of streets, under Chapter 90, 
to be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen, and to authorize 
the Selectmen on behalf of the Town to enter into any contracts or 
agreements in regard to Maintenance, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 
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Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the Construction of Dutcher Street under Chapter 90, 
to be expended under the supervision of the Selectmen and to authorize 
the Selectmen on behalf of the Town to enter into any contracts or 
agreements in regard to said construction, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for permanent construction of Plain Street, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for permanent construction of Mellen Street, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to transfer $150.00 from 
the sale of lots, to the Town Cemetery Account. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $319.00 to pay costs and expenses of the Central Massachusetts 
Regional Planning Commission District for the year 1969, Sec. 7, Chapt. 
40B of the General Laws, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $22,063.00 for capital and operational costs of the Blackstone 
Valley Vocational Regional School District, being the Town’s proportion- 
ate share of the interest and installment reduction of bond principal, to 
become due on its bonds in the current year, together with expenses of 
school operation during this year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, or 
transfer from available funds in the Treasury, the sum or sums of money, 
not to exceed $3,000.00, for the purpose of rehabilitation of baseball 
diamond at Town Park, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $20,000.00 for the repair of Hope Street Bridge, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to continue the Municipal 
Sewage Study Committee, and to authorize said Committee to file an 
application with the United States Government for an interest free 
advance of Federal Funds in an amount not to exceed $162,000.00 (as

provided under Public Law 560, 83rd Congress, as amended) to finance 
the costs of engineering to work out construction drawings and specifica- 
tions for the sewerage system, sewage treatment facilities and appurtenant 
works; to accept the advance if and when granted; such advance to be 
repaid when and as construction is undertaken; to furnish the United 
States Government such information, data and documents pertaining to 
the application for an advance as may be. required and otherwise to act as 
the authorized representatives of the Town in connection with the 
application, or take any action relative thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to create a special unpaid 
committee to be known as the Regional School District Planning 
Committee, to consist of three members, including one member of the 
School Committee, to be appointed by the moderator in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 14 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws, as 
amended, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 23. To see whether the Town will authorize and direct the 
Assessors to take a sum of money from available funds to reduce the tax 
levy for the current year, or take any action in relation thereto. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant, by posting 
attested copies thereof in five or more places in said Town, seven days at 
least before the time set for said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due returns of the Warrant, with your 
doings thereon to the Clerk of the said Town, at the time of meeting 
aforesaid.

REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE TOWN FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hopedale: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the By-Laws of the Town 
of Hopedale, the Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all 
Articles in the Town Warrant which involve the expenditure of money, 
and presents in this report its recommendations on such Articles. During 
its consideration of the appropriation requests, the Committee obtained 
information from and consulted with various departments and officials of 
the Town. 


The appropriations for 1969 recommended by the Finance Com- 
mittee amount to a total of $1,480,714 compared with $1,457,765 last 
year, an increase of $22,949. The largest increases are as follows: 


School Department $82,700 
Hope Street Bridge 13,344 
Fire Department — General 8,040 
Interest on Temporary Loans 6,500 
Blackstone Valley Regional 

Vocational School 5,412 
Police Department — General 4,995 


As of July 1, 1968, all Public Welfare costs were assumed by the 
State. As a result, $68,500 based on the 1968 appropriation for Welfare 
was deleted from this years appropriations. (Item 18-19-20) 


The Town has completed payments on Water Bonds resulting in an 
additional $13,000 reduction in appropriations. (Item 38) 


The Committee’s recommendations on amounts to be appropriated 
are indicated in the right-hand column of pages 4 through 9 of this report. 
Our special comments on certain of the articles to be voted upon, as well 
as on other matters, follow. 
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Article 3 is the principal appropriation article, covering the operating 
expenses of the town, and other recurring items such as bond retirement 
and interest. While all of these items will be brought before the Town 
Meeting under this one Article, any of them may be discussed or acted 
upon separately. 


Under Article 11, the Committee is requesting an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the Reserve Fund, a decrease of $5000 from last year’s 
appropriation. This is the only money available during the year, without 
calling a Special Town Meeting, for extroardinary or unforeseen expendi- 
tures. During 1968 the Committee had to use $2047.25 of the Reserv e 
Fund. Transfers were as follows: 


$1548 Special electrical repair to Chapter 90 Adin St. Fund 
499 Group Insurance Account 


The Committee recommends that under Article 23 the sum of 
$35,000 be transferred from available funds (or free cash) to apply against 
the tax rate for 1969. The amount of the town’s available funds at January 
1, 1969 as certified by the State Director of Accounts was $70,813. Last 

-year there was a balance of $63,425 of available funds of which $30,000 
was used at the Annual Town Meeting. Available funds result from 
unexpended appropriations plus or minus the difference between actual 
and estimated amounts or other items used in fixing the tax rate. 


If the recommendations of the Finance Committee are followed, 
there will be total appropriations of $1,480,714 with transfers of $57,944 
from free cash and other funds available, a net total of $1,422,770 will be 
used by the Assessors in fixing the tax rate. At the time this report went to 
the printer, the State had not furnished the Board of Assessors with 
amounts they must use for certain County and State assessments and the 
Town’s share of the Local Aid Fund (sale, income and corporation taxes, 


etc). These factors could affect our tax rate by several dollars, either up or 
down. : 


On the basis of information obtained from the Assessors, we 
estimate that the 1969 assessed valuation of the Town will be approxi- 
mately $23,460,000, approximately the same as the valuation of 
$23,455,400 in 1968. The following condensed summary shows how the 
1968 tax rate was determined and our present estimate for 1969. This 
indicates a 1969 tax rate of $48.00 an increase of $5.50 over 1968.

To: Board of Selectmen — Town of Hopedale, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I have investigated several sewage complaints in various areas of the 
town as requested by the Board of Health. Repairs were made by most 
residents to improve their septic systems. Cooperation from those 
contacted as a whole was excellent; thus eliminating several sewage and 
rubbish problems. 

Sewage permits are required by residents making repairs to present 
sewage systems as well as installation of new septic systems and these are 
inspected by the sanitation officer as work progresses on same. Permits are 
applied for and paid for at the Board of Health office. To date income 
from Sewage permits totals $32.00. 

The program for the bathing area testing of water for the Park 
Department was conducted this summer as usual in cooperation with the 
State Department of Public Health. The program started in June and 
continued through the month of August with water being collected at the 
bathing area every two weeks and delivered to the Dept. of Public Health 
Office at Rutland, Mass. for testing purposes. The results of these tests 
proved very successful throughout the bathing season.

The department received delivery of its new 1968 Maxim pumping 
engine on January 23, 1969 which has proven to be satisfactory piece of 
apparatus. Also in January 1969 the Hopedale Coal & Ice Co. gave a gift of 
a 1953 G.M.C. Oil Tanker to the Fire Department which has been 
change-over to a water tanker for combating forest fires and also for use 
on buildings outside of the hydrant districts. 


In April 1969 members of the Fire Department purchased a 1964 
Chevrolet Panel truck which has been remodeled into a light rescue truck 
which has proven very beneficial to the town in answering 35 calls in 1969 
of which 21 were calls for the inhalator, or resuscitator. This peice of 
apparatus was presented to the Honorable Board of Selectmen as a gift 


from members of the Department and accepted in behalf of the Town of 
Hopedale.

SEVENTY FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 
OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Year Ending December 31, 1969 


The Park Department was again fortunate in having Mr. Charles 
Espanet as its Director of Recreation this past year. Mr. Espanet and his 
staff of 11 members are commended for their fine efforts in directing the 
activities at the Pond and the Town Park. 


PLAYGROUND — TOWN PARK 


The Arts & Crafts program again proved to be one of the most 
enjoyable activities offered. Children of all ages participated in the 
program that offers inexpensive merchandise to be purchased and hand 
crafted into fine works of art. 


The Summer Basketball League continued to play its games at the 
well-lighted basketball court at the Park. The League has expressed its 
appreciation to the Park Department members as each team participating 
in the league is able to work together on a “‘pre-season” basis before the 
local high schools open in the Fall. 


The fourth annual tennis clinic was held under the directorship of 
Mr. Aram Karoghlanian. The clinic once again proved to be one of the 


most popular summer activities offered as 75 children participated in the 2 
week course. 
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The entire Summer staff is congratulated by the Park Commissioners 
for actively participating and directing the various programs that were 
offered to the children of Hopedale. Several contests were arranged by the 
staff in the games of shuffleboard, baseball, tether ball, and tennis. In 
addition to physical activities, the staff arranged for creative contests in 
the areas of “most decorative bicycles” and “doll contests”. The staff also 
arranged for day trips to such areas as Southwick Animal Farm and to the 
newly designed New England Acquarium of Boston. 


BATHHOUSE 


Even with the poor weather of the past Summer, 16,120 registered 
swimmers enjoyed the facilities at the Hopedale Pond. Under the watchful 
eye of 5 qualified Red Cross instructors, another safe season was enjoyed 
by all. 177 children passed various swimming examinations. 


One of the highlights enjoyed at the Pond this Summer occurred on 
the evening of August 13. The Park Commissioners, with the assistance of 
Mr. Charles Espanet and Fire Chief, Mr. Charles Watson, arranged for a 
Water Safety Demonstration. This program was enjoyed by the many 
townspeople in attendance. A special not®of “‘thanks” is extended to 
those persons participating in the demonstration. 


The staff at the pond, in addition to its program of instruction and 
safety, also arranged for a local swimming team that participated in 
swimming events with surrounding towns. 


The safety of persons utilizing the bath house area is enhanced by 
the bi-monthly water checks to determine the bacteria count in the water. 
Each check of the water made this past summer revealed safe water 
conditions prevailed for the residents of Hopedale. 


OTHER ITEMS 


The repair to the ball diamond at the Town Park is nearing 
completion. The infield dirt section is all that remains to be completed. 
This facet of the operation will be completed in the early Spring of 1970. 
The leveling of the ball diamond and the resodding of the field along major 
league dimensions has added greatly to the appearance of the field. The 
major benefit derived from the project is the surface of the diamond itself. 
Prior to the leveling and resodding, several areas of the diamond were: 
pitched. The new surface should reduce the chance of injury to 
participants of the field. At present, the local schools and the Summer 
baseball leagues use the field for their contests. 
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The Park Commissioners meet the first Tuesday of each month. In 
addition to the regularly scheduled meetings, several informal meetings 
were held throughout the year. The following highlights some of the items 
that were acted upon at these meetings: 


1. With the co-operation of the Selectmen and the Chief of Police, 
steps were taken to improve the “safety” condition for the children 
at the Town Park. One concrete result of this meeting was the 
placement of “No Parking-Here to Corner” signs at the intersection 
of Dutcher, Freedom, and Hopedale Streets. This resulted in a clear 
area so that motorists could see children around this busy 
intersection that borders on the Town Park. 


2. The. adoption of a new boat permit in the effort to guarantee the 
safety of all persons using the Pond with motor driven boats. It 
should be noted that any person that is contemplating putting a 
motor driven boat at Hopedale Pond should first contact the Chief 
of Police for a boat permit. 


3. The use of the Town Park and the Mellon St. Park was granted to 
the “Worcester Children Evangelical Fellow-ship” program. One 
hour each day was granted for the use of each park-to two young 
women of the society who conducted voluntarily attended sessions. 


4. In addition to maintaining the Park Lands, the Commissioners 
have arranged to maintain the Little League field presently located 
at Draper Field. This arrangement came about through the co-opera- 
tion of Mr. John Hutchinson of the Draper Division of North 
American Rockwell Corp. This lease is for the 1970 Summer 
Baseball Season at Draper Field. 


5S. The Commissioners received excellent co-operation from Supt. of 
Schools, Mr. Donald Dow, in the use of the School bus for our 
Summer Program at the Town Park. Mr. Dow also greatly co-operat- 
ed with the Commissioners in the rescheduling of field hockey games 
to Draper Field during the repairs to the Town Park baseball 
diamond. 


6. Once again acts of vandalism were kept at a minimum. The Park 
Commissioners feel that this minor element is due in part to the fine 
facilities that are available to the youth of our town. Much thought 
and planning go into the programs offered during the Summer 
season at the Park and the Pond. The Park Commissioners are 
thankful that so many persons have taken advantage of these 
facilities.

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
HOPEDALE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


At the March meeting, reorganization took place with Mr. John 
Boyer being named Chairman, succeeding Mr. Roger Robbins who moved 
to Milford, and Mrs. Nicholas A. Narducci, re-elected Clerk. 


It was reported that six feeding stations for birds were put out by 
the Boy Scouts of Troop 1, according to committeeman Mr. James Tracy, 
and that Mr. Peter Briggs filled the stations with food, using his 
snow-mobile. He was assisted by Mr. Robert Corrinet. Four of the feeders 
were placed near the Rustic Bridge and two near the dump. 


A letter was received from Mrs. John A. Salkowski of Sqantum 
regarding the Dorchester Bay-Boston Harbor Islands Project sponsored by 
the Squantum Women’s Club and other Conservation and Historic 
Societies with reference to their proposal that Boston Harbor, its islands 
and waterways up to the present shorelines be declared a National Historic 
Site under the protection of the Federal Department of the Interior. It was 
voted to support this project and the clerk was instructed to write to the 
congressmen, and senators concerned for their support of this proposal. 


It was voted to request the Selectmen to insert an article in the 
Town Warrant to adopt a by-law prohibiting the discarding of trash on our 
public ways and parklands. 


It was voted to notify the Board of Health about the disposal of 
rubbish on Greene Street opposite McVitty Road. 


Mr. Benjamin Phillips reported on the topographical survey and 
stated that the charge would be $85.00 per acre for five acres or more. 


A representative is to meet with our commission regarding our 
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ground water condition by geological survey for another source of water 
supply. 


It was decided not to allow any hockey playing at the skating rink at 
the South Hopedale playground. 


Mr. Robert Corrinet is to meet with the Boy Scouts relative to 
collecting discarded Christmas trees which will be placed in the parklands 
with feed for birds. Two hundred pounds of grain is to be purchased for 
this purpose. 


A joint meeting of Hopedale, Milford, and Hopkinton Conservation 
Commissions is to take place on February 20th in the Directors’ Room at 
the Home National Bank in Milford at 7:30 P.M. through the courtesy of 
Mr. Roger Robbins. The purpose of this meeting is to discuss sources of 
pollution of the Charles River as it affects Milford, Hopedale, and 
Hopkinton. Various means were discussed to alleviate the objectional 
conditions caused by various sources of contamination. The three 
commissions evidenced their willingness to cooperate fully in every way to 
eliminate the unfavorable conditions at the earliest possible time. 


It was decided to ask the leaders of Boy Scout Troop 1 for their help 
in cleaning up roadways and parklands on a Saturday, and Chairman John 
Boyer is to make the necessary arrangements. 


Mr. Benjamin Phillips reported that members of Boy Scout Troop 1 
conducted a clean-up of debris on the streets of the town and that four 
truck loads were collected. He also reported that six acres of land at the 
South Hopedale playground were burned under the supervision of Fire 
Chief Charles Watson. Fire lands on the west side of Hopedale pond are to 
be checked by the commission. 


In reply to our inquiry on May 7th, Mr. Arthur Brownell, 
Commissioner of the Department of Natural Resources, informed us that 
funds are available for fire lane cleaning on public lands. 


The commission discussed the possibility of having a practice 
basketball court set up in the South Hopedale playground, and following 
adjournment of the June 3rd meeting, the members visited the area to 
determine the needs and work plan for such a project. It is the intention of 
the members to do the necessary work personally. At the July 2nd 


meeting, it was reported that the basketball backstops were put in place at 
this location. 
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A letter was received from Mr. Ronald E. Thompson of the Soil 
Conservation Service, requesting that a meeting be set up to discuss the 
start of the town’s natural resources study,and that representatives from 
the different town boards, such as the Selectmen, Water Dept., Finance, 
Planning, School, Fire and Police Depts., Road Commissioner, Town 
Council, and any other parties interested attend the meeting, scheduled 
for Wednesday evening, September 24th in the Town Hall Building at 
7:00 P.M. 

The clerk was instructed to write to Major Philip W. Morin, C. O. of 
Co. D. 18lst Engineers MNG, to ask whether it would be possible to have 
the Little League Baseball Field at the South Hopedale playground rough 
graded with whatever equipment they would have for such a project as was 
discussed when we met with him on Sunday morning, June 9, 1968, at this 
area. A reply was later received from Major Morin stating that his unit was 
unable to do any rough grading due to lack of personnel and equipment. 

Chairman John Boyer reported that rustic signs previously ordered 
were placed in their respective locations: one at the entrance to the Town 
Park, one at the entrance to the Parklands on Dutcher Street, and one at 
the entrance to the South Hopedale playgrounds off Mellen Street. 

It was voted to request the Selectmen to insert an article in the 
Town Warrant for adoption at the Town meeting in March, to increase the 
number of members on the Commission from five to seven.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the 84th annual report. 


During the year 1969, the Bancroft Memorial Library and its 
Branch at South Hopedale have continued to serve the public in every 
possible way. The circulation for the year is 49,864 which is a decrease 
from 1968. The Library has been used more extensively this year for 
reference and information. 


Mrs. Marjorie Hattersley reports 81 new borrowers in the Children’s 
Department. Three story hours have been held during the school vacation 
periods. 


A summer reading program called “The Bookworm” was held for 


grades 4, 5, and 6. Seven children registered and a total of 67 books were 
read by this group. “Busy Bees” certificates were presented to 37 children 
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of grades 1, 2, and 3 stating the number of books each one had read during 
the summer. This group read a total of 844 books. Library reading 
certificates were presented to pupils in grades 4,5 and 6, 12 honor for 20 
or more books read and 60 small for 5 or more books read. 


National Library Week was observed in April with new books 
displayed in both the Adult and Children’s Departments. The four third 
grade and the four fourth grade classes visited the Children’s Room during 
this week. In June Mrs. Rae brought both her morning and afternoon 
kindergarten classes to get acquainted with the library. Children’s Book 
Week occurred during the week of November 21st. Mrs. Hattersley visited 
the three 5th grades and the four 6th grades at the Dutcher Street School 
to display the new books and review some of them. New adult books were 
added at this time and were on display at the Library. 


We wish to acknowledge the many gifts of books and magazines 
which the townspeople have made during the year. 


The Bookmobile, from the Central Regional Library with 
headquarters in Worcester, continues to visit us about every 6 weeks. We 
are able to supplement our own collection with the aid of this service. We 
have borrowed 19 films and 40 books on inter-library loan during 1969. 
We would like to remind the people of Hopedale that we can issue a 
card which can be used in any member library of the Central Regional 
area. 


The Library hopes to serve you, the people of Hopedale, in more and 
better ways in 1970.

DAY PROGRAM 
A. January — June 1969 
1. Enrollment 


At the beginning of 1969, 108 boys were in the junior class, 107 in 
the sophomore class and 106 were in the freshman class at the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School. The number of 
students in each of the departments was as follows: 34 in Auto Body, 34 
in Auto Mechanics, 36 in Mill and House Carpentry, 38 in Drafting, 39 in 
Electronics, 73 in Machine Shop, 38 in Metal Fabrication and 29 in Plant 
Maintenance. 


2. Exploratory Program 


In previous years we have devoted the first semester of the freshman 
year to exploratory programs for all first year students. We gave 
them the opportunity to spend two weeks in each of the eight 
departments so that they would have some knowledge of and experience 
in each of the programs offered by the school. After the exploratory 
program they were given the opportunity to change the course which they 
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had selected before the start of the school year, based upon their interest 
and aptitude tests. We found that less than 10% of the students wanted to 
change their choice; most of them felt that they would rather devote the 
time to the course they originally selected. Therefore, this year we revised 
Our program so that the boys that were undecided as to their choice of 
course went into the exploratory program. 


3. Pupil Selection for the Fall of 1969. 


During the months of January and February all the schools in the 
member towns were visited by the Guidance Director in order to give 
information to the boys in the eighth grade about the courses that are 
offered at the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High 
School. Applications were distributed and the students were requested to 
indicate their first, second, and third choices among the courses offered! 
Specially designed information forms were given to each school admini- 
strator, to be completed for each boy who planned to make application 
for admission to the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School. | 


At a later date applicant groups from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the departments and 
actually see the program in operation. During the day they were given a 
series of aptitude tests involving verbal reasoning, numerical ability, 
mechanical reasoning, abstract reasoning, and spatial relations. The scores 
on the above tests and the information sheet provided by the sending 
school were evaluated in order to produce a profile of each applicant’s 
characteristics. Each applicant’s profile was recorded on a compilation 
sheet which served to identify the most qualified students in each town. 
Every effort was made to admit the best qualified boys in each town, to 
give them their course preference, to distribute the courses as equally as 
possible among the towns, and to select each boy for the course in which 
he appeared to have the best chance of success. Due to the lack of space 
we were able to admit only 132 boys out of the 374 that applied for 
admission. 


4. Expansion of the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School 


In the Fall of 1968 the School Committee voted to build an addition 
that would make it possible to admit more students in September of 1969. 
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The new wing contains four shops, six classrooms, a technical drawing 
room, a communication skills center, and a guidance office. This will 
increase our capacity from 360 to 520 pupils and will allow us to accept 
about 160 freshmen in September of 1970. 


B. September — December 1969 
1. Enrollment 


In September we started our fourth year of operation with 104 
seniors, 103 juniors, 99 sophomores, and 132 freshmen for a total of 438 
pupils. The number of boys from each of the towns was as follows: 36 
from Bellingham, 24 from Blackstone, 18 from Douglas, 52 from Grafton, 
25 from Hopedale, 12 from Mendon, 69 from Milford, 57 from Millbury, 
5 from Millville, 52 from Northbridge, 24 from Sutton, 21 from Upton, 
and 43 from Uxbridge. 


2. Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continues to do an outstanding job for the 
students of our school. Once again our cafeteria was rated in the top ten in 
Massachusetts by the Massachusetts School Lunch Program. The most 
meaningful rating is the extent of pupil participation. Our students 
participated to the extent of 132% while the average participation 
throughout the state was 67%. To paraphrase an old saying — “‘the proof 
of the rating is in the eating”’. 


3. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation Awards 


Eleven students in the Metal Fabrication department and one in the 
Plant Maintenance department of the Blackstone Valley Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School, in competition with thousands of students 
in high schools throughout the country, have received national recognition 
from the James F. Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation. 


These twelve students not only won top honors for themselves but 
also made it possible for their school to be first in the entire country, even 
though the school, in its third year of operation, had no seniors to enter 
the contest. 


Out of a total of $15,000 awarded throughout the entire country 
our students won $2,750 which is a tremendous tribute to the students as 
well as their instructors. We wish to congratulate all of them in this 
outstanding achievement.

4. Cooperative Training Program 


In September, the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical 
High School established “a Part-time Cooperative Training Program for 
seniors. 


In brief, this program involves on-the-job training during the week 
that the student would ordinarily be in his school shop. On the alternate 
week the boy will return to school for his academic and related work. 
Cooperative pupils must be paid wages during the work week at the 
cooperating establishment reasonably comparable to those paid to other 
persons doing similar work in the same company. While the students work 
the same hours and under the same conditions as other employees, they 
are legally considered as members of our student body rather than 
employees in the usual sense of the word. 


We feel that this program will offer advantages to both the employer 
and the pupil. It will provide the employer an opportunity to have the 
services of a young man who possesses technical knowledge and a 
reasonable amount of skill. Meanwhile, the student has an opportunity to 
get training and at the same time get paid while he is still in school, and 
also working under actual industrial conditions. 


We are very pleased with the enthusiastic response on the part 
of industry and we feel that this program is off to a good start. 


ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 
1. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The evening trade extension courses for adults started Monday, 
September 29, 1969. These classes are open to persons over 16 years of 
age who are not attending school and who can show evidence of trade 
contact with the specific training desired. The following courses were 
offered: Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, Mill and House Carpentry, 
Electronics, Electrical, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant’ Main- 
tenance, Drafting, Oil Burner Serviceman and Blueprint Reading. A total 
of 270 adults were enrolled in these courses. The number of students from 
each of the towns was as follows: 16 from Bellingham, 13 from 
Blackstone, 14 from Douglas, 16 from Grafton, 13 from Hopedale, 13 
from Mendon, 49 from Milford, 14 from Millbury, 11 from Millville, 46 
from Northbridge, 6 from Sutton, 30 from Upton and 26 from Uxbridge, 
and also 13 from out of the District. 
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* Oil Burner Serviceman 


Last summer several oil companies in the region requested a training 
program for their servicemen. After consulting with an advisory committee 
made up of men from the oil burner industry a course outline was 
presented to the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District 
Committee for their consideration and approval. After acceptance by the 
School Committee federal funds were obtained for the operation of the 
program. On September 29, 1969 twenty-three men were enrolled in this 
course, which will operate two nights each week until April 7, 1970. 


This is an excellent example of how quickly and effectively our 
Regional Vocational Technical School can react to the needs of the 
individuals and the industries of this area. 


3. Production Machinist Program 


The Production Machinist Program was organized for unemployed 
young men of our area to train them in the operation of basic machine 
shop equipment. This was a 30-week course and all expenses were paid by 
the Federal Government under the provisions of the Manpower Dev- 
elopment and Training Act. These students were graduated on January 
17th, 1969 and all were employed by local industry. 


4. Automotive Machinist Program 


This program like the one above, was organized for unemployed 
young men under the provisions of the Manpower Development and 
Training Act. It was developed with the cooperation of an advisory 
committee from the Automotive Wholesalers Association of New England 
and it is the only program of its kind in the United States. These Students 
were graduated on April 11, 1969 after completing a 44-week program. 
This was the second graduating class in this program; the first graduated 
last year on May 17th. Upon graduation these young men were hired by 
employers from all over New England and we had far more job 
opportunities than graduates. 


CONCLUSION 


Midway through our fourth school year we feel that the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating efficiently 
and serving the people of the area effectively in several divergent 
capacities, as shown in the number of students who enrolled in the regular 
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day program and in the adult training programs: 


1. 438 freshmen, sophomore, junior and senior boys in the day 
program. 


2. 270 men and women in the Evening Trade Extension program. 
3. 32 young men in the Automotive Machinist program. 
4. 16 young men in the Production Machine Operator program. 


Thus we have offered about 756 people the opportunity to further 
their education and to increase their vocational skills. 


At the end of 1969 we feel that the past year was one of 
satisfactory achievement and we continued to maintain the fine standards 
set in previous years. The School Committee, staff, and administration all 
look forward to the graduation of our first senior class as a milestone in 
the history of the school. 

These graduates will be the result of a tremendous amount of work 
and effort on the part of many people who have given of their time and 
energy over a period of approximately eight years. We predict that these 
young men will be a credit to themselves and to all who worked to make 
this possible. 


Apportionment of Costs Incurred by the District 
(A) Classification of Costs 


For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the District 
against the member towns, costs shall be divided into two categories: 
capital costs and operating costs. 


(B) Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of capital outlay 
such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of constructing, 
reconstructing and adding to buildings, and the cost of remodeling or 
making extraordinary repairs to a school building or buildings, 
including without limitation the cost of the original equipment and 
furnishings for such buildings or additions, plans, architects’ and 
consultants’ fees, grading and other costs incidental to placing school 
buildings and additions and related premises in operating condition. 
Capital costs shall also include payment of principal of and interest 
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on bonds, notes or other obligations issued by the District to finance 
capital costs. 


(C) Apportionment of Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall be apportioned annually in December for the 
ensuing year as follows: 


(1) Each member town’s share of the capital costs incurred in 
connection with the construction, equipping and placing in 
operation of the initial district school building, including the 
payment of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or other 
obligations of the District to finance such capital costs, shall 
be determined by computing the ratio which the sum of its 
public school male pupil enrollments in grades nine through 
twelve, inclusive, on October 1 of the three years next 
preceding the year in which the Committee votes to authorize 
the incurring of such capital costs, bears to the sum of the 
public school male pupil enrollments in grades nine through 
twelve, inclusive, of all the member towns on October 1 of 
the same three years; and in the case of capital costs 
consisting of the payment of principal of the iriterest on 
bonds, notes or other obligations issued by the District, the 
ratio shall not be changed during the period in which such 
bonds, notes or other obligations are outstanding, except as 
provided in subsection VII (A). For the purpose of this clause 
(1) of Section (A) above, public school male pupil en- 
rollments shall be defined as the number of male pupils in 
grades nine through twelve, inclusive, residing in each member 
town and receiving education at such town’s expense. 


* Ratio is each member town’s share of the capital costs.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee 
and the Citizens of Hopedale 


Once annually this report is prepared to draw attention to pertinent 
facts concerning our school system and to highlight those items which 
indicate progress in education. 


The year 1969 marked one change at the School Committee level. 
Dr. William D. Fitzgerald replaced Mrs. Nancy F. Gannett for a three-year 
term of office. Mrs. Gannett served for a period of nine years during which 
she was instrumental in improving the quality of our educational system. 
Dr. Fitzgerald continues a long line of highly qualified and capable school 
committee members who assume such a responsible role in our educational 
plan. Hopedale is indeed fortunate in continuing to obtain the services of 
high-caliber individuals in the non-salaried position of School Committee 
Membership. 


During the year, sixteen new teachers, a turnover of 23%, joined 
our staff as replacements. Teacher selection becomes a more refined 
process each year with the result that we are able to obtain good quality 
replacements for those who leave our employ. 
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At the start of the 1969-70 school year our pupils and staff were 
distributed as follows:

For the school year ending last June, the cost of education in 
Hopedale was $687 per pupil, as compared with $670 state average. In our 
elementary schools the cost per pupil was $552 and at the secondary level 
(7—12) the cost was $868 per pupil. 


Over 80% of the cost of education in Hopedale is comprised of 
salaries. Teachers are paid on the basis of a salary schedule which is based 
upon years of teaching experience and level of preparation. The official 
schedule in effect during the 1969—70 school year as well as the schedule 
(unofficial) for 1970—71 are reproduced here for information of citizens. _

School administrators (Principals, Assistant, and Guidance Director) 
are paid, as a result of negotiations, on a ratio scale. Each person’s position 
on the teacher salary schedule is first determined and then that salary is 
multiplied by these ratios to determine salaries: Principal 1.4; Asst. Princ. 
1.3; Guidance Director 1.25. The superintendent’s salary, although not 
negotiated, is subject to School Committee discretion and has been based 
on a 1.7 ratio for the past two years.

Cafeteria workers are paid on an hourly basis (1-1-70) with cooks 
and bakers receiving $2.15 per hour and helpers $1.85 per hour. 


School bus drivers are paid $3.00 per hour. 


All of the foregoing salaries and pay scales are competitive with, 
although generally not in excess of, those being paid in other communities. 


Each annual report attempts some reference to factors which affect 
the quality of education in our schools. 

At the high school level, the daily time schedule for students is 
based on sixteen modules of 23 or 24 minutes each. Usually two modules 
are combined for the major subjects, thus affording a daily period of about 
48 minutes. Some subjects may have a single module of daily time or three 
or even four modules of time. Greater flexibility is gained by such a 
schedule, although the principal and his staff must do a great deal of 
advance planning to obtain maximum efficiency. It is likely that a 
computer service may be utilized in preparing the next program. 


A new development introduced by Mr. Sayles this year is that of 
Directed Study. Each day, the sixteenth time module is set apart for 
supervised and individual assistance for those students who, in the opinion 
of the teachers, will profit by such help. All teachers are available and 
much more is accomplished than is the case under the regular study 
period. This innovation seems to be working well this year. 


A recent survey by the Massachusetts Department of Education 
indicates that Hopedale sent 72.3% of its graduates on to higher education, 
a figure which ranks in the upper 10% of the entire state. 
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Our elementary school reading program, now in its fourth year, 
continues to produce outstanding results. A recent test in grade two 
provided the information below with respect to reading grade levels. 


READING COMPREHENSION: GRADE 2 


February 1, 1969 — Average Grade Level 1.8 
January 1, 1970 — Average Grade Level 3.6 
Average Growth (grade equivalent) Lah 


A Federally-funded program for children with perceptual handicaps 
was started in the fall of 1969. Specialists in remedial reading, speech and 
other learning factors combine forces to identify and correct problems 
which interfere with the normal learning process of specific children. We 
number approximately twenty-eight pupils in the program. 


Tentative plans for a central library in the Memorial Elementary 
School are underway. Facilities for this would be located in the lower 
multi-purpose room of the school which will be carpeted and equipped 
with shelving and other furnishings. Books presently located in classrooms 


and storage areas are to be catalogued and assembled. Teachers will 


eventually be able to schedule regular reading periods for their pupils in 
the library and a greater range of literature will be provided. While full 
development of this new facility will require more than one year, the 
education of the pupils in the school will be greatly enhanced by this new 
facility. It is a fitting development to supplement our efforts to help all 
children to learn to read to their fullest capacity. 


Since spring, your school superintendent has delivered a weekly 
radio talk over Station WMRC, joining other area school superintendents 


in reporting the latest activity in the Hopedale Schools and discussing 


pertinent educational issues. The main purpose of this radio program is to 
inform local citizens about progress in their schools. 


One of the principal factors contributing to the high quality of the 
Hopedale Schools is the cooperation and coordination which goes on 
among all individuals participating in the process of educating children. 
Our system is indeed fortunate in having excellent school committee 
members, able administrators and a staff of competent teachers, all of 
whom combine to accomplish a high degree of success in educating the 
fine children of this town.
